Councils yesterday held one of their ooca-
sional long sessions, the principal subject
being the scoeptation of the munificent gift
of Mr. Andrew Carnegie of & free library
¢ the city. The bodies of Council both in-
dorsed the resclutions acceptiog the library
gift, the only question raised—and that by
one member of Common Council—being
whether the donation was prompled by gen-
erosity or gratitode, two of the noblest sen-
timents which sctuste the human mind.

In the Common branch, Mr. Magee, from
the Finanee Committee, presented an ordi-
nanes fixing the salary of the clerk of
market at $1,500 per vear; passed. Also, s
report from the Controller stating that sioce
June 24 last, he has bought on seconnt of
the sinking funds $58,100 of city bonds,
making the amouut bought during the fiscal
vesr of 1889 $18700 25. Mr. Magee also
presented a resolution transferring $419 38
trom the contingent fund to the salaries
fund; passed. Mr. Bigham, from the Com-
mities on Publie Works, presentad, with an
adverse report, the ordinance lor a sewer on
Forbes svenue from Boguet to Atwood
stree1; indefinitely postponed. Mr. Magee
called up the ordinance regulsting the occu-
pation of streets by sireet railways, passed
in Seleet Council February 24, which was
pdopted foally.

When the reading waz concluded Sheriff
MeCandless said: “Mr. Smith, I bave per-
formed my daoty in reading to you the war-
rant of the Governor for your execution.
I wish now o let you read it for yourself, if
you so desire.”"
